B5y explication to lay work at the Combe concern vraa notioedby M«‘ HiiNAUD 
Sind M# .RIEE5^^ho reccazoKMed that I leam ^Inglish. and in 192& they sent 
mo. to their iMdcn hrsnoh with the idea of ©rentually making so on© of their 
roprosentatires • 

W stay in England taught mo a lot*. I worked in Loadoa during the day; 
the dimetbr was Ik*, tesh, and the representatives wero Messrs. Brocn and 
Dangeirfield# At night I wont out to Bexeley Haath.' Eent. where I lived at 
the hame of a Mrs. Bunco. 2 Ethronvl (?) Rd. I quickly made croellent con* 
tacts which not only, helped me to study Biv^ish but also to devolop^* 

First I met a Mr. Richard Icsoo Divoy and his family, then Mrs«; Olivier, 
then Mieslsabel Roicburgh and bar family. I owe ISis3Ro3d>urgh most; she was 
most helpful in her guidance during the eleven months I was there, and we 
. have corroQmdcd ever since. 

Ifhea ^ returned to France I. went back to work at the tsxmcry in St. Denis, 
meaning to wait imtll I had ccmploted my military service and was olfi enough 
* to take a i*epresentativo*8 job. In order to hurry things along I decided to 
ecliet for two years, and j; selected the 21st. mfecEtry Regiment, then in. 
garrison at Ma^'^enoe. Germany.. 

Ufetil that time I didn’t know what politics was. I know my father ^s 
republican and a ^^eessason. end I had attended several ©lection meetings, with 
him. but it mad© no inpreesion on me# 

In 1928 I was a e^rrison soldier at l&ij'isncc. in the French amiy of 
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QOcxQ>atloB&^ as I had vifihed,. and I forced myself to learn Qersian*. But from 
the start I noticed the ill will that the Gorman dTilians bore the French. 
Once X saw German children who spat at us as we marched to the. range ciae 
day; once when I tried to use the few words in xoy German Tocabulary to talk; 
to a Germant ho walked away from me. Erentually sold iers wore attacked^ and 
to our astonishment,, the authorities (at least as far as we knew) did nothing 
about this# It was the bsgjfaoing of German reassertion# 

About that time something happened which was to influence my whole life#. 
I found a paper called **L’ Action Francaise"#. I read it^ and one airtiolo mad© 
a profoundimpression on me# The aiuthor tdked of the weakness of the French 
gOTG rm ent before German activity; with tremendous foresight he said that they 
wa^ things were going,, the French would soon have to evacuate .the Bhineland, 
and that the Germans could then ream themselves at their 1 ggjfcnge ; and all 
this in front of a Jtahce which was giving? itself up to comfort and to 
Communist propaganda# 

Months passed, and I didn^t think about this paper again; and then we 
had to evacuate the Rhineland, which was hard on me, but“ since my political, 
formation was inoonqjletef that did not leave many traces, I finished my 
military service at Chaumont and then went back home# 

I seen met an En^iahwomsn, a ttte# Terrasse^ 2 rue du Saule Fleuri, in 
Stc Denis. I enjoyed talking to her in English, and I got to know her 
husband^ Iff. Gilbert Terrasse,. chief engineer . for the Chatiers de la Loire 
at St, Denis, and their two daughters^ Catherine and Claire# 

The' orenliigs when I was at the Terrasse home I frequently «aiw lying on 
the table a copy of ’’L^Action Frencaise" and remcBibering the predictions 
which I had read at Mayeaee, I began to read it regularly; then, drawn by 
the serious tone of the articles, I tried to find out more about it# I road 
the work of Bainrille,then of Maurras end others, and finally I went to one 
of their meetings in St# Denis, 

I studied the polities of this group for a year, *at a time when it was 
already, beginning to cesnbat the Cesmnunists of St, Denis, whose chief, a man 
named Geraud,: at one time tried to win me to his side by having me read 
several of Karl Marxes workc;, and tb:^e of Engels and others# 
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I studied the politics ef this group for a year* at a time wbm it 
TOs already hegimiin^ to coabat the Connmmiflts of 3to Denis, t^hcse chief; . 
a man named Oeraud* at one time tried to ^in me to hta side by having me’ 
read the severalof 2Carl Marx*s work's^ and those of Engels and othera# 

I studied the two doctrines lnQ)ertially, chose Action T*rancaise,and 
joined the group in 1930 - 31 ,. 

Qa 6 October 1941 I married Mi-'S Catherine Terrasse, 

I quickly became on active member of the St* Denis section, a difficult 
^ot,. because Dsriot was at that time heading the Caimninists at St. Denis, 

The time came when the work of the section fe^ 2}fo*gely to M*. feudry and 
myself,, and I visited the headquarters in the rue Bo©cador f^^uontly, • There 
I saw regularly Raymond Richard,-, who was then secretary of; the- Ligu© d* Action 
Franoaise for the Paris region. Richard assigned various jobs to mo,TOch.

. Coannunist maetingsj he asked for a report after each of these meetings. \

At the beginning of 1 ^ 36 ' Richard introduced mo to K. Mnurioe Pujo* one 
of the directors of Action Francaise, and it was agreed tliat I should have 
the job -of following Doriot’a movement as closely as possible ©ond to make 
regular reports to Richard, who would transmit them to his chiefs. 
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D®riot founded the ppp in June 1936; I joined, and urns reeoivod aa 
e sort of prise by Doriot,. because I ots well known asoon^ royalists in St# 
Denio. I was a delegate at allthe congresses, and thtis was in: an ercoll&nt 
p®©itioa to follow the development of the partyr of chief, and its 
principal members, and Hichard got the reports agreed on*

Early in Sqptmber we were north of Bitche in front of the Magiaot Lino 
for a shoxt time; the bad behavior of the "Joyeux* made! it iizq^ossihlo to keep 
them at the front. They were withdrawn to a canm at Kailly,: disartiied,. aorted^ ^ 
and the worst ones cent to Africa. I was selected for the cadrt in Africa,, 
first at ColGsnb-Bechar in southern Algeria, than at Bou-Benib in southern

I was. a^in selected for the cadre. In Juno Italy dedlered wc® end the 
fighting on the Tripoli front was reduced to a mininnai* The aiinictioe arrived, . 
and the "Joyexa* sent to the pho^hate mines n^ir Gafsa, and we wore not to 
see franco before October*. 

'‘^ince 1931 I been aware that Germany was getting stronger every day, 
both in -military and diplomatic directions, and that francs was gettte 
w^aker\in. matters military and diplomatic.,.. as. well as morally, thanks to the 
gecB* of\ Conni^^ was undemining her resistance* 1 had left for the 

fiP0B[y;ijiNl939^^1^ that we could beat Germany once more, which was also 

tlxe [op lnl ^ W v:Of Richard, whom I saw a few days before I left for the front, 

Richard hid told me that he was working for the 2 emo Bureau, and I remember 
..haring written him from Africa, at a. time when. I was doing the work of a . . 
prison, guard rather than that of a soldier, to ask him to get me into the 
seme cervicei. His answer had been:; *^Weit a wliile, I*m looking after you* « 
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In November 194^ I returned to Paris end Trent to tho T/aganflj-Lits to take 
up my YTork Tfith tbsmy but the situation was such that they could not take m® 
back* 



In the meant Ime I had seen Ricb/ird* We had discussed the situation at 
len^h,. the alliance of the Russians and the Germans, andRicharfi brought me 
up to date on the events that hL\d taken piece* since June 1940» ©vents of which 
I was ignorant because I liad not been in France* ‘ He pointed out to me how 
the ConHnunists were allied with the Cencana and were already taking advantage 
of this to create ill feeling among the nationals* On the other hand* ho 
explained to me that the Marshal bad asked for the armii^ice to save our 
colonies and to 'presejnre a government foi? France* which would always bo 
preferable to a Gauleiter* 

Being out of Mork^ I saw Riciiard a^;ain* at v/iiich time he suggested to me 
that I work for the Bquipe* and he introducedme to M* Pelletier* Polletler 
and Richard gave me literature conoemin^: the Equipe to readt^the gist of them 
was. the recruiting of a select group of Frenchmen frem all* classes in order 
to provide the Marshal with the cadres which he wouldneed* I woa»t go any 
further into, these psmphlets put out by t!;e Equip© - they speak for themsolvec#. 

M; Pelletier got me my. first Job* which was to work for the *Cablos de. 
lypiE" at Bezoha (Seine)*; While working there as storekeeper* I was to study 
the presonnel' and the cadre* and to report on. the professional . aptitude of 
each as well as any Cenammiatic activity*. I trusted M* Pelletier*, for one 
reason because he hsd been introduced tome by Hi chard *and also because he 
ims police comnussioher at Torsaillesj moreover he had certain letters frcaa. ' 
Dr.Konatrel aocreditinghim to the Occupied Zone* 

When: Pelletier came back from Vichy he would discuss his convereations 
there with Richard; several times I was present when he sp®ke of the extremely 
friendly relations between the l^arshal and Admiral Leahy*. 

Little by little tho Equip® recruited Laval's cact-efffl for the Mearsbal 
Petain and elements of Action Francaise of (Dr» Enrtln* for> cnanple) 

they were , gladly received by the Equipe* When Puchbu became^ Minister of. the 
Interior the Equipe chiefs decided to place properly qualified men wherever ' ' 
possible*, in order that the Marchel might know things through these eouroee •• 
which he would. nevor learn through ministerial cbonnols*. Every man was told " 
that his first job was to get information of oil aorts* at every level* oc 
unbiMed afl: possible* in order that tl>e Mare hoi might hsire Infonnatibn other 
then that brought him by ministers who were too oft on deceiving Mm 
("deafalllmits"). ' ^ 





Puoh®u created the S#P.A#C* (SsTTico d© Polio© Anti-CGBznnmIcto) and B5« 
Pelletier joined it as a CooBnissaire^. hiring rarious lasabers of the Biuipe ae\ 
inspectors* 



I neglected to say earlier that as the Equipe took shape^ and U* Pelletier 
iffaa xmable to travel, he took iie from the "Cable^de lyott* and enrclled esan 
inspector with the Police do l^Etait at Varsailles* This served me as cover for 
my trips* I was paid by the police de 1* ©tat and began travelling all over 
Prance to recruit men* 

. One of my missions,, for exaii5)lo, was to seeK* Durand at Mantes for.M* Dubois 
in Paris; I told him what the Equipe had in mind, end upon my return made a 
repert cm his reaction. In this way I built up a file where both collaborators 
and Besistance members could be found, as well as ell variations* between the tvro 
extremes*- - -

The directors of theS*P*A.C. soon found what.M* ^llotier was doing; They 
had their men too and they decided not to leave places for ua. Pelletier:.''; 
had to quit, and I had to resignfbeoause the chief, U* Detmir, could not pennit * 
me to travel* I think that Bi chard and the other inspectors stayed thfiW or * 
four months after my departure*. . 

Ky, work went on •• travel, conversations, reports on the worth of the 
men I saw; the reports which I wrote in pen or pencil were typed by Hiohard^s - 
•C6cretaries,who was then at 35 rue Godot de Mauroy* The typed reports wero 
either sent directly to M. Pelletier or carried to 8 Blvd des Invalides, where: 
they wont out in the dlplcmatic pouch. * ' 

Months passed. The Equips had a directing cooimittoe, but I ro^uained the 
*^tr£iT©ler*. Occasionally Menetrel came to Paris* Sometimes he saw only M« 

Pelletier, at other times he saw Pelletier and., "Richard; very occasionally h® 
called from 10 to 15 monbers of the Equipe to 8 Blvd des Invalides*

^hcsn the -Americans landed in Africa in KOrembor 1943 there wab a split 
in the Equipe# The Resistance members were happy, the collaborators wei^ not# 
The latter didn*t beliere the landings couldhare been xaade without some oompli* 
.city between the Marshal and Admiral Darlan,and freed that date they began to 
dictrust the Equipe# The Resistance members, on the other hand, worked harder' 
than ever at recruiting. 

According to Pelletier and Richard the Equipe became vary suspect in the., 
©yea . of the Gormans , and it was decided to make an urgent, request of the Marshal 
that he authorise the creation of an other group, to bo; celled the ®Amia du 
^arechal#." Several people in the provinces had olready^rgsnized groups with 
this name, at Tours, Lille , Bordeaux, Bbulogne, etc*, but the Germans fobade 
several groups. Just as they Porbade the existence of the Cemite de I^opagande 
Social du Marechal,. whoso headquarters was in Paris, and whose chiefs were 
Karlon, Touze,. Draghi,. Gorantoa, . etc, . This Inst group had been formed without 
the Marshal* s consent. 



After many lettersand requests from the Equipo, suppoorted by Menetrel, an 
interview took place.. in March 1943 Vicl:q^ vdth llorsbal Petain, Dr, Ifcnstrel^ ' 
and M« Jardel on one hand, and about 15 meaibera of the Bquipe 6a the other, I tos

and about whom I reported to. Vichy# In this way* I knew the groups at Laon, 
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led by FANCROT end HOUDRY;-. the Hirsdzi gcov^^ led by IflM. CL^Z£m and CAILLE 
the Sedan Group t by POUSSEAUj the Versailles group t led by M# BLANCHARD; 

the Bourgos groupt led by M*. VAUQ.UELIN and COSTESt etc#, all anti^iman, 
Reeistantfi, but also onti^^omEuniat# 

I TOs also in touch with sevesrai Resistance groups whoa© leading spirits . 
did not want to join ua, such as MM. PIARD at St. Pierre d^Entremont, PAULCTFS 
of Doanfront, the Abbe (?) at Argentan,. Colonel BECKET at Montmerci, an unlmovm 
at St. Malo, etc. 

One day, on the rooesnendation of Col# BKOHEJT, I went to seo Col# MERME?
